Hundreds  of  people  have  been  at- 
tracted to  the  river  banks  during  the 
last  two  days  to  view  the  work  of  a 
sculptor,  who  is  making  Images  in  the 
sand,  about  twenty  yards  north  of  the 
bridge.

The  only  tool  used  by  the  sculptor 
is  a  butcher  knife,  with  which  he 
makes  the  minutest  details  of  his 
work  seem  most  natural.  The  first 
work  of  McOord  here  Is  a  work  en 
titled  "Cast  up  by  the  Sea,"  suggested 
by  a  novel  by  Samuel  Baker.  The 

1  image  represents  a  motluH'  and  her 
child,  who  have  been  drowned  in  the 
ocean  and  had  been  washed  a.^hore. 
The  baby  is  lying  across  the  moiher's 
breast.  The  image  is  life-size,  and  is 
perfect  to  the  smallest  detail.  Mr. 
McCord  told  a  reporter  that  this  im- 
age usually  took  about  eight  hours  to 
complete,  but  his  injured  hands  make 
it  necessary  to  take  twelve  hours. 
Yesterday  afternoon,  the  work  was 
started  and  this  morning  it  was  com- 

.pleted.  People  who  have  seen  the 
work  are  amazed  by  its  life-like  ap- 
pearance. 

McCord  invites  everyone  to  see  him 
work.  He  will  make  animals,  busts 
and  portraits.  IT  is  now  making  the 
bust  of  Abraham  I-dncoln.  He  asks 
no  comiiensation,  but  if  people  like 
the  work,  they  may  drop  a  penny  on 
a  coat  lying  beside  him.  Usually  he 
takes  pictures  of  the  images  and  sells 
them,  but  owing  to  the  weather,  no 
pictures  will  be  taken  here.  Pictures 
and  stories  written  by  Mct'Iord  have 
been  syndicated  by  Capper's  Weekly, 
The  Indianapolis  Sentinel  and  the 
Detroit  Journal.
